Lagusch explained that the 
story was nationally-produced, 
and the artwork was developed 
for the Bar Briefs by the Daily 


‘Reporter, a local legal publica- 


tion. While the pictures were 


reviewed by staff members of 
the. CBA, Lagusch said, they 
did not pick up the offending 
features of the cartoon. 

“It was a dumb mistake,” 
Lagusch reiterated. 

Lagusch said that the bar 
association has initiated sev- 
eral efforts in recent months to 
bring Black lawyers.into the 
heart of CBA activities. 

The process began in 
August, Lagusch said, with the 
development of a “Minorities 
and the Law” committee of the 
CBA, which was chaired by 
assistant city attorney Guy 
Reece. 

The committee recom- 
mended the development of 
two programs: a “mentor pro- 
gram" for Black law students 
andexpanded clerkship 
opportunities for, first-year 


Black law students. 

The mentor program would 
bring together the first-year 
Black law student with & prac- 
tice Black attorney.

Bowen applauds community support 
in federal tax troubles hearing 


As noted Columbus attorney 
John W.E. Bowen prepared to 
appear before a federal judge 
to confront charges that he had 
failed to file taxes for four 
years, he noted that he was 
“very moved” by the outpour- 
ing of community support in 
his behalf, 

It has been reported that 
Bowen, 60, of 1428 Haddon 
Rd., would plead guilty in fed- 
eral court to a charge that he 
failed to file an income tax 
return for 1982. A Columbus 


daily newspaper report con-. 


tinued that he would acknow!l- 
edge that he had failed to file 
returns for the years 1980, 1981 
and 1983. 

John Bowen was elected to 
the newly-created 15th Sena- 
torial seat in 1966, as the first 
and, to this date, only — Black 
to serve 8 a senator from Frank- 
lin County. He was defeated by 


the tate Jerry O'Shaughnessey 
in his bid to retain the seat four 
years later. 

Despite his defeat, he 
remained active in the com- 
munity, serving on the Ohio 
Board of Regents and the 
board of the Columbus Area 
Chamber of Commerce, just 
two of more than a score of 
organizations to which he has 
given his personal resources 
and time in a community ser- 
vice career spanning more 
than 35 years. _.. 

Bowen served as attorney for 
the Neighborhood Develop- 
ment Corporation from its 
inception in the 1970s to last 
year, adn was also attorney for 
Columbus internist Dr. Edward

Bowen said that the support 
came from “the entire Colum- 
bus community, people from 
‘all over the county, and all 


walks of life. People have sent 
flowers, they've sent letters, 
they've called, they've offered 
to help in many ways.” 

“It's been very moving to my 
wife and me.” 

\ Bowen pronounced the sup- 
port “a very pleasant surprise, 
to know that so many people 
cared so deeply.” 

Bowen has yet to be 
arraigned before U.S. District 
Court Judge James Graham. 
Although the arraignment was 
scheduled for Friday, Feb. 6, it 
was postponed. To date, 
Bowen has made no piea in the 
case,

| réad Gilbert Price’s “Deju 
Vu in mayoral race?" (capital 
comments January 29th edi- 
tion) with both interest and 
disappointment. | had these 
two feeling because | 
remember the dynamics 
involved that enabled Cari B. 
Stokes to become Cleveland's 
first Black mayor. 

In 1965, no Cleveland 
Democratic party polls sub- 
stantiated that Stokes was the 
most popular Democratic 
officeholder. He was a State 
Representative at the time. 
Some visionary Black Cleve- 
landers decided that Stokes 
was popular and was an elec- 
table mayoral candidate. 

The Cuyahoga County 
Democratic party was always 
in opposition to the Stokes 
mayoral candidacy. Both 
Black Republicans and 
Democrats, however, sup- 
ported the move to motivate 
Blacks and whites to vote for 
Stokes, In other words, the 
Democratic party's opposi- 
tion to Stokes was disre- 
garded and overcomed. 

We didn't use the strategy of 
defeating white Democratic 
officeholders, since that stra- 
tegy was doomed as a means 
of getting Stokes elected. 
Instead, Blacks mobilized 
their resources to elect some- 
one -- not defeat someone, 

Certainly, the political situa- 
tion in Columbus does not 
parrallel the politics of Cleve- 
land in 1965. The populace in 
Columbus, both Black and 
white, is more coffservative 
politically, than their counter- 
parts in Cleveland. 

Political scientist teach that 
Political progress by ethnic 
groups comes about through 
conflict. In Cleveland, there 
has been much conflict and ° 
Black possess substantial pol- 
itical power. 

In addition, although 
Columbus is a larger city than 
Cleveland, the Black poputa- 
tion here is at jeast half of the 
city. This is not truein Golum-. 
bus. Thus, Columbus Blacks 
do not have the same political 
power potential as Blacks 
have in Cleveland 

There is hope for Blacks in 
Columbus-if they organize 
themselves. Certainty, 
nationally white Democrats 
and Republicans desire to

maintain their own power and 
influence (now and forever) 
without sharing either one 
with Blacks. 

With this in mind, it is 
beyond my comprehension 
why Columbus Blacks would 
be naive enough to think that 
Columbus whites would happ- 
ily embrace a mayoral bid bya 
Black.

Yet, the Speech he gave on 
January 27 did not give a broad, 
expansive vision of the future. 
Yes, it did describe several new

gram would go to women-owned 
and minority businesses. But 
these programs were fundamen- 
tally tinkering on existing plans,

-- money. After Celeste pushed 
through the 90 percent income 
tax increase in 1983 (which he 
protested was only 27 percent), 
subsequent legislative tax reduc- 
tions have whittled the funds

levels which were contemplated 
by the original 50 percent 
surcharge. 

On top of that, the state has 
returned to taxpayers an esti- 
mated $380 million, which would 
have come into state coffers, 
because of chang@s in the federal 
tax laws. The federal tax changes 
would have raised state collec- 
tions because the Ohié tax code 
is tied to the federal determina- 
tion of taxable income. 

The vision which Celeste now 
sees is one which is built on the 
foundation of programs --such as 
the Edison program for high 
technology -- which were either 
developed or expanded during 
his first term. 

in speaking of education initia- 
tives (in describing a budget in 
which education funding will rise 
only barely for the upcoming 
biennium), Celeste said that the 
challenge he faces is “to measure

One of the initiatives which the 
governor proposed is the expari- 
sion of workfare, which he calls 
“fair work,” to 29 counties: State 
Rep.

State’s $22 billion budget includes MBE program hikes

(COLUMBUS BUREAU) 


Gov. Richard F. Celeste has 
released a $22 billion biennial 
budget which will contain the 
smallest increase in general 
revenue fund (GRF) spending 
in nearly a quarter-century. 
But despite the fiscal austerity 
contained in the budget, 
increases in programs for 
minority business will rise sig- 
nificantly higher than figures 
for the budget’at large. 

The Celeste budget proposal 
calls for no increases in the 
income, corporate franchise 
and sales taxes, The governor 
is proposing a five cents per 


pack increase in cigarette 
taxes, which will raise $100 mil- 
lion for the biennium to expand 
Ohio's prisons. 

State aid to public schools 
will not rise in fiscal year 1988, 
the first year of the biennium, 
and inch up by only 4.4 percent 
in the second year. School 
administrators have already 
expressed concern about the 
smallest increase in public 
school funding in many years. 

The budget for the Depart- 
ment of Human Services 
includes an increase of 4 per- 
cent for ADC and GR benefits 


_in the secon dyear of the bien- 


nium, beginning Jan. 1, 1989. 


The budget also provides fund- 
ing to expand the state's work- 
fare program into an additional 
six to 10 counties, on a volun- 
tary basis. 

in the state's tightest budget; 
job creation and development 
projects will continue to get the 
lion's share of new dollars. The 
bill will provide more than $5 
million for the biennium for 
minority business loans -- a 
jump of almost 150 percent in 
the amount expeded in 1986- 
87. The bill will also create a 
direct loan program for small 
businesses, and fund it with 
$17 million in state funds for 
the biennium.
